SHIPPING BOARD APPROVES 
U. §, LINES SALE TO COMBINE 


New Interests to Take Over 181 
Boats and Launch Biggest Ves- 
sel Ever Built in U. 5S.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The 
Shipping Board today approved 
the offer of the New United States | 
Lines Co. for the ships formerly 
owned by the United States Lines. 

The new company, composed of 
a combine formed: by the Roose- 
velt-Dawson and Dollar interests, 
took over the management of the 
lines immediately and as the ships 
reach port will be reconditioned 
in the name of the United States 
Lines Co. 

Approval of the Shipping Poard 


| was the final step toward forma- 
| tion of the largest shipping com- 


bine in the world. Under the new | 
arrangement the United States 
Lines Co. will operate 181 passen- 
ger and freight boats with a total 
tonnage of 1,192,227. The invest- 
ment value is approximately $110,- 
000,000. 

Tomorrow the new concern will 
launch the largest passenger ves- 
sel ever built in this country at 
the Camden, N. J., yards of the 
New York Shipbuilding Co. The 
vessel is the steamer Manhattan 
of 30,000 gross tons.

Eskimo Reports Vessel, From

POINT BARROW, Alaska. Dec. 
4.—The trading verse] Baychimo, 
given up for lost after a terrific 
storm had swept it from its posi- 
tion in the Arctic ice pack a week 
ago. has been found 45 miles away. 

Ail hope of finding it had been 
abandoned by the members of the 
crew, marooned on shore many 
miles south of Point Barrow, but an 
Eskimo trapper returned here yes- 
terday, saying he had sighted it. 
In a large field of rough ice, five 
miles off shore and about 18 miles 
south of here, he said, the steel- 
hulled vessel is lying, apparently 
little damaged by the shifting floes.

Had Been in California Since June 
Visiting Her Sister. 
Mrs. Duckworth had been in 
California since last June, when 
she went to visit her sister, Miss 
Ruth Pullis, in Los Angeles. A 
telegram from Miss Pullis to Mrs. 
Duckworth’s stepson, George Duck- 
worth, 7335 Lindbergh drive, Rich- 
mond Heights, said that Mrs. 
Duckworth had died suddenly, but 
did not state the circumstances. 
Mrs. Duckworth, who was 61 
years old, was Miss Angeline Pullis 
before her marriage in 1910 to the 
Rev. Dr. Duckworth, then rector 
of St. James’ Episcopal Church, a 
widower with grown children. She 
had been an actress playing in 
stock companies at the Imperial 
Theater and Grand Opera House, 
and in road companies. 
St. James’ Church was removed 
from its location at Goode and Cote 
Brilliante avenues and was _ re- 
erected, stone by stone, at Wash- 
ington boulevard and Euclid ave- 
nue, where it took the name of the 
Church of the Redeemer. Dr. 
Duckworth remained as its pastor 
until his death in February, 1930. 
Mrs. Duckworth had been in 
poor health recently, and her step- 
daughter, Mrs. C. R. McDonald of 
Webster Groves, went to Los An- 
geles a few weeks ago to be with) 
her.

FINED $100 FOR WORKING 
FOR LESS THAN UNION SCALE 


Ten Men Penalized by Bricklay rs’ 
Organization for Violation 
of Its Rule. 

Ten union bricklayers were re- 
cently fined $100 each for working 
for less than the union wage scale 
of $14 a day in the construction of 
the Woerner public school in South 
St. Louis. 

John Fitzmaurice, union secre- 
tary, said the fines were assessed 
by a vote of the membership of 
the union under authority of he 
by-laws. “The situation is bad 
enough now without such prac- 
tices,” Fitzmaurice said. “Only 
about 200 of our 1400 members 
are working, and the fines were 
necessary in the interest of the or- 
ganization.”’ © 
Fitzmaurice explained that the 
men, whose names were not given 
out,. would be permitted to pay the 
fines on the installment plan as 
employment conditions permit. 
They were taken off the school 
job, others being substituted, Fitz- 
maurice explaining that the pur- 
pose was to divide up available 
work. According to Fitzmaurice, 
the 10 bricklayers, employed by a 
West End contractor, worked for 
$10 a day.

$600,000 LOSS IN RIVER FRONT 
FIRE AT JACKSONVILLE, FLA. 


Seven Firemen and Several Spec- 
tators Hurt; Stores of Chemi- 
cals Explode. 
By the Associated Press. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 4.— 
A spectacular river front fire 
threatened the entire downtown 
harbor district here last night. Sev- 
en firemen and several spectators 
were injured. WVamage was esti- 
mated at $600,000. 
Exploding chemicals jarred the 
city for blocks around and threw 
out sheets of flame and sparks that 
were visible for miles. The blaze 
apparently started in a warehouse 
occupied by McGriffin & Co., gen- 
eral shipping agents. 
Two warehouses, containing an 
estimated $500,000 worth of nitrate 
of soda and other fertilizer mate- 
rials, were destroyed with their 
docks. A string of railway cars, 
standing by the warehouses, also 
burned with the contents. 
The Matron, 5000-ton freighter, 
which was moored in the slip, was 
towed out of danger by a tug. Sev- 
eral other craft were moved. Win- 
dows in the vicinity were cracked 
by the force of the explosion. 


$1,500,000 ORIENTAL INSTITUTE 
OPENED BY CHICAGO UNIVERSITY 


Prof. James H. Breasted Realizes 
lifelong Dream; Building Larg- 
est of Type in World.

CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—A lifelong 
dream of-Prof. James H. Breasted, 
Orientalist and Egyptologist, was 
realized today when the institution 
to which ‘he is attached, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, opened a $1,- 
500,000 treasure house for the 
relics of man’s antiquity.

Frank R. White, Once Prominent 
in Washington, Raised $1 Bilis 
to $100; Had Woman's Aid.

BALTIMORE, Dec. 4. — Frank 
Russell White, Washington archi- 
tect, today pleaded guilty of alter- 
ing the denomination of United 
States currency and was sentenced 
by Judge Coleman to two years in 
the Federal penitentiary at Atlanta. 
Carolyn I. Wileman, also of 
Washington, pleaded guilty of pass- 
ing the altered currency and was 
sentenced to a year in the United 
States Women’s Reformatory at Al- 
derson, W. Va. ;

UNION LEADERS 
FILE A PROTEST 


Raise Point Action Violates 
Law Against Change 
Pending Final Decision by 
Board.

MONTREAL, Dec. 4.—Operating 
employes of the Canadian Pacific 
and Canadian National Railways 
were notified yesterday to expect a 
10 per cent reduction in the pay 
checks they will receive Dec. 15. 

The checks will be for work per- 


formed between Nov. 15 and Dec. 
1, and the reduction was an- 
nounced by the ‘railway officials 
in accordance with a recommen- 
dation of the majority of a con- 
cillation board appointed by the 
Department of Labor. 

Representatives of the running 
trades employes {filed protests 
aguirst the action with Gideon 
Robertson, Minister of Labor, and 
the vice presidents of both rail- 
way systems. 

The dispute over wages involves 
more than 26,000 men employed 
as engineers, firemen, conductors, 
trainmen, yardmen and telegra- 
phers. 

Stating that the railways have 
no right to make the reductions 
retroactive, the general commit- 
tee of 21 chairmen of the union 
asserted in letters to the Labor 
Department and the vice presidents 
of the transportation systems that 
it would have been inconsistent 
and contrary to the industria] dis- 
putes act if the employes had 
gone on strike Wednesday on re- 
ceipt of the board’s award, 

“It is equally contrary to the 
spirit of the act for the employ- 
ers, abitrarily and without mutual 


agreement agith e representa- 
tives of viegae es, to declare 
that wages Heretofore in effect by 


agreement will be reduced, the as- 
sumption being that this is to be 
done regardless of the views of 
the employes,’ the letters said. 

The union heads asserted’ the 
companies’ action came as a sur- 
prise. 

All locals of the unions con- 
cerned were requested to decide 
whether they should ballot or ac- 
cepting or rejecting the majority 
award of the board. Decisions of 
the unions were requested by the 
general committee before Dec. 15. 
Should the locals refuse to accept 
the award, further negotiations 
would take place, with a view to a 
compromise, it was said. 

Quoting section °7 of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Investigation act, as 
amended in 1925, the general com- 
mittee declared the law clearly in- 
tended to prevent the companies 
from doing what they now pro- 
posed. 

This section provides: “It shall 
be unlawful for the employer to 
make effective a proposed change 
in wages or hours or for the em- 
ployes to go on strike until the dis- 
pute has been finally dealt with by 
a board * * *,” 

As the board did not hand down 
its decision until this week the 
retroactive action was illegal, the 
men declared. 


MARRIAGE OF PRINCE NICHOLAS 


Ruling to Be Based on Theory He 
Disregarded Dynastic 
Statute.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, Dec. 4. 
—Formal annulment of the mar- 
riage of Prince Nicholas and Mme. 
Jana Lucia Deletj will be declared 
by the Rumanian Supreme Court, 
it is understood. 

This action will be based on the 
theory that the marriage was not 
contracted in accordance with the 
dynastic statute:of the Hohenzol- 
lerns and that it took place with- 
out the consent of King Carol. 

As a consequence of the annul- 
iment, Nicholas will not have the 
status of Mme. Deletj’s lawful hus- 
band. The court’s decree will re- 
sult, it was understood from a per- 
sonal petition by King Carol and 
the King will not consider it neces- 
sary longer to exclude his brother 
from the royal family. 

Nicholas will be allowed to leave 
Rumania if he sees fit and no ban- 
ishment will be pronounced.

GANGSTERS FIND ‘PAL’ 
IS CHICAGO JUDGt 


Borelli, of Municipal Court, 
Tells How He Disguised 
Self to Get Evidence. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—When 19 
suspected members or the “42 
gang” were taken into the Munici- 
pal court yesterday they were star- 


tled to recognize in Judge Francis 
Borelli one whom they had come 
to regard as a “pal.”” The Judge 
fined six of them $200 apiece, held 
four for investigation and dis- 
charged: the rest. “I’m going to 
smash your gang, if I have to do it 
alone,” he said. 

Judge Borelli related in court 
that every evening for the last 
three weeks he had put on a bat- 
tered old hat, a shabby suit, run 
down shoes, a shapeless overcoat 
with a button missing and gone to 
the west side “valley” region, th2 
headquarters of the gangsters he 
was investigating. 

He finally became acquainted 
with members of an “athletic 
club.” While loitering there he 
heard things that he says disclose 
the whole structure of the 42 or- 
ganization. 

“It is in two parts,” the Judge 
said. “One group i composed of 
veterans. The other is made up of 
boys ranging from 12 to 18 years 
of age in training for criminal ca- 
reers. In the older crowd the work 
of the gang is distributed, each 
map being assigned according to 
his tastes and talents. They are 
specialists, but they are knit to- 
gether, and have their legal de- 
partment ready to come instantly 
to the rescue of those who get in- 
to trouble. 

“Conditions are horrible. Busi- 
ness men in the district are being 
robbed and terrorized every day 
and dare not name the criminals to 
the’ police. But they told me, not 
knowing I was a Judge. There are 
going to be plenty of arrests.” 

Judge Borrelli said he had 
turned over the information he had 
to the police for action.

Circuit Attorney Miller is oppos- 
ing new bond for Paul A. Rich- 
ards, 30-year-old attorney and self- 
declared agent of the kidnapers of 
Alexander Berg, wealthy fur deal- 
er, hoping to keep Richards in j:il 
until his trial. 

Richards appeared in Judge But- 
ler’s Court of Criminal] Correction 
today to answer on the $40,000 
bond on which he had been re- 
leaged under @ temporary warrant 
and was taken in custody on the 
indictment voted against him and 
five other defendants on Nov. 24, 
the State dismissing the warrant. 

Following a hasty assignment of 
the case to Circuit Judge Ryan's 
court, Richards and his attorney. 
Verne Lacy, went to that court and 
applied for bail. 

Hearing on Ball Begun. 

Circuit Attorney Miller opposed 
the bond and a hearing was begun 
in the afternoor for the State to 
show that there was sufficient evi- 
dence or presumption of guilt 
against Richards to justify the 
Court in denying him bail. Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller’s argument is 
based on the fact that kidnaping 
for ransom, which is charged in the 
indictment, is a capital offense. 


The Circuit Attorney first con- 
tended that the manner in which 
the State had proceeded against the 
attorney, allowing him to be placed 
on bond until the grand jury inves- 
tigated the case, was evidence that 
it had a strong case against him. 
He subsequently agreed, “however, 
to produce witnesses in court to 
strengthen that contention. 


Lacy announced two persons 
were in court to sign bond for 
Richards, one of whom was John 
Van Der Hayden, 2227 Gravois ave- 
nue, one of the securities on the 
$40,000 bond, and the other Mrs. 
Caroline “oehler, 2334 California 
avenue. Van Der Hayden was said 
to be ready to qualify for $25,000 
and Mrs. Koehler for $50,000. Lacy 
argued that previous bond was ex- 
cessive “in view of Richards’ good 
record.” 


Other Bail Hearings Deferred, 


Attorneys for two other defend- 
ants were in court ready to apply 
for bond for their clients: They 
were John E. Bowcock, who said 
he represented Curtis Medlock, and 
Gus Brinkman, who appeared for 
George Peak. The Circuit Attor- 
ney informed the Court that for- 
mer Circuit Attorney Howard 
Sidener was representing two other 
defendants, not named, but Sidener 
was not present. Hearings in the 
other cases were deferred until 
after a hearing ‘ on the Richards 
case.

LEAGUE SEEKS AID 
OF ENVOYS AT TOKIO 


Asks U. S., British, French | 
Ambassadors to Help 


Clear Up Confusing Buf- 
fer Area Situation. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Dec. 4.—A Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman today declared 
Kenkichi Yoshizawa, Japan's rep- 
resentative on the League of Na- 
tions Council at Paris, nad been in- 
structed that Japan did not pro- 
pose to “accept any third party 
intervention’ in any neutral zone 
to be established between Chinese 
and Japanese forces in Manchuria. 
(The zone being considered is be- 
tween ‘Chinchow and the Great 
Wall.) That’s positive,” the spokes- 
man said. 

The spokesman said Ambassador 
Yoshizawa was instructed not to 
consider the suggestion of Dr. Al- 
fred Sze, Chinese spokesman, that 
neutral observers participate in 
any Chinese-Japanese negotiations 
over zone iimits and policing there. 

“The Council appears to have 
taken up the question of a neutral 
zone without our knowledge,” he 
said. 

“All of Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
liang’s influence in the Chinchow 
region must be removed,” he added. 

“According to evidence in our 
hands, the local Chinese at Chin- 


- chow are sympathetic to Marshal 


Chang, and we now insist that the 
administration at Chinchow and in 
the neutrai area come under the 
jurisdiction of the new local gov- 
ernment at Mukden headed by 
Yuan Chin-kai. 

“This is mainly a question be- 
tween the Japanese and Marshal 
Chang, who, during his regime, to 
all intents and purposes was abso- 
lutely independent of Nanking.” 

Japan’s Contention. 

The news from Paris that the 
League Council had taken a hand 
in the proposed Chinese evacuation 
of Chinchow caused the greatest 
surprise here. It is Japan's con- 
tention that China and Japan 
should be left free to settle the de- 
tails of the neutral zoné by direct 
negotiation. 

Japanese press dispatches today 
represented the situation in South 
Manchuria as becoming increasing- 
ly threatening. The Japanese with- 
drawal, they said, is looked upon as 
a sign of weakness and that the 
Chinese are spreading reports the 
Japanese troops were defeated. 


Chinese troop movements were} 


reported along the Tahushan- 
Tung-IAao Railway, where the 
Third Cavalry brigade was said to 
be advancing from Chinchow in 
the direction of Hsinminfu. 

Japanese official circles intimat- 
ed, however, that Chairman Briand 
has urged Dr. Sze to obtain with- 
drawal of all Chinese troops now 
east of Chinchow and hope was ex- 
pressed that a conflict would be 
avoided. 

Disturbing Military Reports. 

The Japanese Second Division 
has been re-established at its nor- 
mal peace-time station at Liaoyang. 
This is being interpreted either as 
a welocme sign because it would 
be a withdrawal within the treaty 
zone or as an ominous move be- 
cause Liaoyang is nearer Chinchow. 

Reports reached here from sev- 
eral troubled quarters in Manchu- 
ria during the day, one being an 
unconfirmed dispatch that Chinese 
troops from the Chinchow area had 
been discovered moving in the di- 
rection of Mukden; another that 
the situation near Tsitsihar was 
anything but reassuring, and a 
third that commanders at Chin- 
chow had voted against a neutral 
zone there and “resolved to fight it 
out with the Japanese.” 

Total Japanese army casualties 
thus far in Manchuria were offi- 
cially announced today as 210 killed 
and 473 wounded. The War Office 
announced the killed include 12 of- 
ficers and the wounded 27. 


Lord Cecil’s Reported Suggestions 
on Policing Neutral Area. 
By tho Associated Press. 

PARIB, Dec. 4.—The League of 
Nations Council has found the sit- 
uation regarding establishment of 
@& neutral zone near  Chinchow, 
Manchuria, so confusing that it de- 
cided tonight to seek the assistance 
of the American, British and 
French Ambassadors at Tokio. 

Pertinax, political writer for the 
newspaper, Echo de Paris, today 
gave an account of the most recent 
appearance by Dr. Sze before the 
League Council 

Lord Cecil, he said, suggested 
that China should accept the Jap- 
anese proposal for a neutral zone 
organized by Chinese and Japan- 
ese military commanders, with the 
Japanese promise to the Council 
not to-violate the zone and to leave 
the Chinese police free to main- 
tain order, provided that, if they 
proved unequal to the task, the 
Japanese army should take neces- 
sary police measures. 

Dr. Sze asked, said Pertinax, 
who would call upon Japan to re- 
spect the promise if it were violat- 
ed. Lord Cecil, Pertinax said, re- 
plied that it always would be pos- 
sible for obeervers to go into the

RECEIVERS FOR ROAD 
OWNED BY WABASH 


Franklin and Nicodemus Named 
to Take Charge of Ann 
Arbor Company. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOLEDO, O., Dec. 4.—Receiv- 
ers for the Ann Arbor Railroad 
were named in Federal Court here 
today on application of the Jenni- 
son-Wright com,any. The Ann 
Arbor is a part of the Wabash 
Railroad, which was place. in the 
hands of a receiver Monday. 

The Jennison-Wright company 
of Toledo alleged in its application 
that the railroad owes the firm 
$17,169.48 for ties and materials 
and cannot pay. 

Receivers named by Judge 
George P. Hahn are Wm. 8S. Frank- 
lin, president of the Wabash Rail- 
way, and Frank C. Nicodemus Jr., 
vice president of the road. These 
officials also w* named as re- 
ceivers for the Wabash Monday. 

The Ann Arbor,.which owns 295 
miles of track, the petition stated, 
owes $11,999,899 in mortgages 
upon which it cannot pay the in- 
terest. Holders of securities, it 
was pointed out, were threatening 
foreclosures. Interest payments 
due from the railroad Oct. 31, last, 
the petition said, amounted to more 
than $436,000, and there was not 
sufficient surplus ne. revenue to 
pay the amount. 

For the 10 months ending Oct. 31 
it was ‘leged gross earnings of the 
railroad were less by $869,900 than 
for the game period last year. The 
Jennison-Wright company was in- 
formed, the Court was told, that 
outstanding floating indebtedness 
of the railroad for material and 
supplies amount to $1,0666,604.47. 

These bills are now overdue, 
creditors are pressing for payment 
and the road is unable to meet 
these obligations, according to the 
petition. 


HOOVER'S BROTHER-IN-LAW 
FREED ON LIQUOR CHARGE

SANTA MONICA, Cal., Dec. 4.— 
Cornelius Van Ness Leavitt, broth- 
er-in-law of President Hoover, was 
acquitted of charges of possession 
of liquor after a brief hearing in 
Police (Court here today. Judge 
Spencer held that Leavitt did not 
possess the liquor wilfully or un- 
lawfully. 

Leavitt on the witness stand ad- 
mitted he had taken a drink of 
liquor on the day of his arrest, 
Nov. 9. Two Federal prohibition 
agents and a Santa.Monica police- 
man repeated their, stories of the 
arrest of Leavitt as he left a gro- 
cery carrying a gunny sack con- 
taining 19 pints of whisky. 

Leavitt testified he was a retired 
plumber and had lived here for 20 
years. He said that on the after- 
noon of Nov. 9, he went into a 
grocery owned by C. R. Dailey. 
Stepping into the back of the store, 
he saw Dailey and two other men 
whom he did not know standing 
near a sink and drinking liquor. 
Leavitt said they offered him a 
drink and he took one. As he was 
draining the glass, he said Dailey 
stepped to the front part of the 
store. In a moment Dailey reap- 
peared. 

“Dailey stepped into the back 
room and said Tommy Carr (a po- 
liceman) is coming,” said Leavitt. 
“I stepped to the front to get out 
of there and as I started for the 
door, Dailey thrust a sack into my 
hands and said throw this away, I 
had not seen the sack before. I 
took about two steps out of the 
back door and Wolman (a Federal 
agent) grabbed me. I don’t know 
what was in that sack because I

A plentiful supply of money at 
low interest was cited as the great- 
est need, the committee estimating

ize these corporations were legisla- 
tive amendments permitting corpo- 
rate ownership, revision of zoning 
laws and tax exemption for mass 
projects. 

Congress was advised to devote 
any new appropriations for unem- 
ployment relief to mass housing as 
a sounder program than highway or 
public building construction. 

A reduction in costs of 35 per 
cent by large-scale operations was 
forecast by the committee, “a re- 
duction sufficient to bring new liv- 
ing quarters within the rent range 
of the great mass of our citizens.” 

Alfred K. Stern, director of the 
Julius Rosenwald Fund of Chicago, 
is chairman of the committee.

Letter in $21,000,000 Suit 
Disclosés Protest Against 
Secrecy as to Razor 
Firm’s Deficit.

BOSTON, Dec. 4.—A stockhold- 
er’s plea for information regarding 
the company’s condition was ig- 
nored by officers of the old Gillette 
Safety Razor Co., according to let- 
ters introduced in the hearing be- 
fore a master in the $21.000,000 
suit brought by stockholders 
against directors of the old com- 


pany. 

A letter which protested against 
the company’s failure to give its 
stockholders an accurate picture of 
its condition in September, 1930, 
was introduced after John E. Al- 
dred, New York banker, had stated 
that knowledge that the company 
had “gone in the red” for the first 
time in its history in December, 
1929, and again in January. 1930, 
had been withheld from stockhold- 
ers. 

Aldred, one of the defendant di- 
rectors, admitted that the facts as 
to the company’s condition were 
not contained in reports to stock- 
holders. He also admitted a circu- 
lar had been sent out “to reassure” 
the stockholders. 

Objected to Flamboyant Tone. 

Henry L. Stoddard of New York 
was the writer of the letter intro- 
duced. He sent it to Frank J. Fa- 
hey, a director. In it Stoddard 
said, “when the first ‘break’ came 
last February we were assured by 
your circular letter to stockholders 
that all was well Personally, ] 
did not like the flamboyant tone 
of your circular and felt like sell- 
ing out. * * * Since then not 
a word has come to us from the 
company.” 

Stoddard said he and other hold- 
ers of stock remained in the dark, 
while newspapers and the financial! 
centers were filled with rumors and 
Gillette stock had been allowed to 
sink lower and tower. He added, 
soe ¢* “it seems to me and to 
others who have confidently relied 
on those assurances that we are en- 
titled to some information in denial 
of the many harniful rumors in cir- 
culation. 

“One of those rumors I hope will 
not be verified is that your com- 
pany is content tod let the price of 
stock collapse in order to buy per- 
sonally for Mr. Gillette, or for the 
company, enough stock cheaply to 
exchange for Autostrop stock. 
* * * under the circumstances it 
seems to me your duty is to send 
another circular to the stockhold- 
ers, frankly stating the present con- 
dition and prospects of the com- 
pany. Surely they are entitled to 
something besides silence.” 

The suit grew out of the pur- 
chase of the Autostrop company 
by the Gillette. Stockholders 
charge certain directors bought a 
large quantity of the Gillette stock 
at low prices to use in the merger. 

Conscience Clear. 

Testimony showed that 8tod- 
dard’s letter was sent by Fahey to 
Aldred with a letter which asked, 
“will you and Mr. Fuller give us 
some general suggestions as to 
what we should reply to this and 
similar inquiries we are having 
daily.”

MOVES TO REPEAL JONES LAW 


G. O. P. Representative Considers 
It “Fanatical.” 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—A Re- 
publican Representative from Se- 
attle, home town of Senator Wes- 
ley Jones, Washington Republican, 
who sponsored the §-and-10 pro- 
hibition law, today proposed its 
repeal. 

“In moving to repeal the Jones 
law,” Representative Ralph Horr 
said, “I have two main purposes 
in mind...

Japan’s Gifts 


Put in St. Louis Display 


to Lindbergh 


Medals, Dolls, Paintings on Silk, Vases and 
Trays Collected on His Flight With 


Wife to 


Orient. 


A showcase filled with gifts 
from Japan has been added to the 
famous Lindbergh trophy exhibit 
at Jefferson Memorial, in Forest 
Park. 

Included are medals, dolls, paint- 
ings on silk, cloisonne vases, gay 
and highly polished lacquer trays 
and boxes and the menu from a 
dinner given at Tokio in honor of 
Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh on their 
recent flight there. 

The gifts. sent to the Missouri 
Historical Society by Col. Lind- 
bergh, were placed on exhibit yes- 
terday for the first time. Col. 
Lindbergh's action in sending them 
to the society is taken as ‘further 
indication that he regards the St. 
Louis trophy exhibition as perma- 
nent. 

Most impressive of the new ex- 
hibits is a warrior doll, clothed in 
the scarlet silk and brass of Ja- 
pan’s ancient war-time trappings. 
The figure has a scowling black 
face, apparently of carved wood, 
and a fierce, straight white mus- 
tache. Then there is another small- 
er warrior, a doll in a glass case, 
two other Japanese dolls and one 
thin, long-legged blond doll made 
of silk. 

Painting of TC ~ncer. 

Two photographs and a painting 
in a single folder are mounted on 
the west side of the case. All are 
of Sumi Hanayagi, a Japanese 
dancer, who appeared before the 
Lindberghs. Below the painting, 
which is on fine white silk, is writ- 
ten, “Sumi Hanayagi in Okane. 
Painted by Shuho Yamakawa, who 
is one of the most famous painters 
in Japan.” 

Many of the gifts are in dupli- 
cate, that is, there is one for Col. 
Lindbergh and another, slightly 
smaller, for his wife. Two lacquer 
fountain pens are an example. Two 
medals, each set with a diamond, 
are another. So far, the flyer has 
sent no explanation of what the 


medals are or why they were 
awarded. 
Three particularly attractive 


vases are a large pale blue pottery 
with light green figures, and two 
of cloisonne, one a rith wine color 
and the other dark biue 

Another medal, with a long red 


and white ribbon to be worn 
around the neck, is of gold and 
green and white enamel. It re- 


sembles the rising sun. 
Silver Membership Cards. 

Also exhibited are two heavy 
silvef membership cards in the 
American Club of Tokio. One pro- 
claims Mrs. Lindbergh an associ- 
ate life member, while the other 
stdtes Col. Lindbergh is an hon- 
orary life member. 

One of the most outstanding ex- 
amples of lacquer work is a dark 
tray with mother-of-pearl inlaid 
to represent birds flying toward a 
distant mountain. Snow on the up- 
per part of the mountain is depict- 
ed by inlaid silver. 

Then there is a thin, oblong box 
of gold-flecked lacquer and a high- 
er, hexagonal box of bright red 
with silken cord hinges and fasten- 
ing. It contained a letter of greet- 
‘ing to the Lindberghs and was 
packed in a satin-lined box elab- 
orately made of satinwood. 

There is a silk and ivory fan, a 
model airplane made of silk, and a 
leather wallet with the Japanese 
flag on one side and the American 
on the other. The American flag 
is made with 54 stars instead of the 
conventional 48.

One thousand one hundred and 
thirty-eight more applications for 
Christmas dinner baskets were re- 
ceived yesterday at the Post-Dis- 
patch Christmas Festival - basket 
headquarters, 1312 Pine street. 

The four-day total now is 3119 
—a number without precedent in 
the 32 years the Christmas Festi- 
val has been held. 

Requests have increased each 
day since headquarters opened. 
From a first day’s rush of 467, the 
number went to 575 Tuesday and 
939 Wednesday. This part of the 
work preliminary to the Festival 
discloses the extent of want in St. 
Louis this year. 

When various members of the 
Executive Committee of prominent 
citizens, who are sponsoring the 
Festival, were advised of the num- 
ber of families which applied yes- 
terday, all had the same explana- 
tion: The unfortunate families of 
St. Louis need Christmas hospitality 
this year more than ever before. 

Negroes to 2838 Pine Street. 

So far applications of white and 
Negro families have been taken at 
1312 Pine street. Beginning to- 
morrow morning, Negroes will ap- 
ply at the Pine street branch of 
the Y. M. C. A., 2838 Pine street. 
Principal Frank L. Williams of the 
Carr Lane vocational school is in 
charge of the staff which will re- 
ceive Negro applications. 

Many of the staff of workers re- 
cording applications are veterans 
and have seen much of the unpleas- 
ant side of life. The stories of 
privations from continued unem- 
ployment which they are hearing 
this year surpass anything they 
have ever heard before, and the 
stories have plenty of good sup- 
porting evidence. The men, wom- 
en and children who are turning to 
the festival this year for the first 
time constitute ample proof that 
those who are able must provide 
Christmas cheer for the needy this 
year.

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ILLINOIS HUNTING LICENSES 
SHOW 10 PER CENT DECREASE 


Loss of About $40,000 in Revenue 
Laid to Depression and Short 
Duck Scason. 

Hunting. licenses issued in Illi- 
nois this year have decreased be- 
tween 10 and 15 per cent from 
1930 as a result of the shortened 
duck hunting season and the de- 
pression, according to officials. 
Last year $284,211 was received 
through the sale of 346,208 resi- 
dent licenses at 75 cents and 1637 
nonresident permits at $15. Incom- 
plete reports for this year indicate 
a decrease of between 25,000 and 
35,000 licenses with a loss in reve- 
nue of between $40,000 and $50,- 
000. 

In Missouri 290,819 hunting and 
fishing licenses were issued in 
1930, a decrease of 18,140, com- 
pared with 1929. Revenue from 
their sale decreased $24,958 from 
a total of $365,550 in 1929. Figures 
for 1931 are not yet available.

HOUSE BLOWN UP 
BY GAS LEAKINGIN|” 
FRE TWO KILED 


Five Seriously, 69 Slightly 
Hurt by Flames and Fly- 
ing Debris at Berkeley, 
Cal. 


By the Associatur. Press, 

BERKELEY, Cal., Dec. 4.—Two 
persons were killed, five seriously 
and 69 others slightly injured by 
an explosion of gas drifting from a 
leaking pipe into the burning up- 
per stories of a residence here yes- 
terday. 

The house was demolished, 
houses on either side and across 
the street were damaged and win- 
dows were broken for blocks 
around. The fire attracted a 
crowd of children from a nearby 
playfield, many of whom were in- 
jured. 

Sherman Pepper, 16, son of Prof. 
Stephen Pepper of the University 
of California, was killed by a fly- 
ing timber. Ernest Maxwell, one 
of the injured, died today. 

Fire Chief George Haggerty was 
blown into the basement of the 
burning house, but climbed out un- 
aided in spite of serious injuries. 
Doctors say he has a chance to 
live. 

Marjorie Campbell, 17-year-old 
university student, who was severe- 
ly burned, in in grave condition. 

The fire broke out shortly after 
5 p. m. in the home of Pharma- 
cist Mate Normal L. Saunders, U. 
S. Navy. Saunders was absent at 
the time. 

As the flames appeared under 
control, Haggerty detected the 
odor of gas. He immediately or- 
dered the firemen from the build- 
ing. 

At the same time. Saunders, with 
John 8. O’Brien, another petty of- 
ficer, dashed into the building. At 
that moment, escaping gas explod- 
ed: Saunders, Haggerty and the 
others were blown through the 
front door. 

The entire roof of the building 
was torn off, and large pieces of 
flaming timber were. hurled two 
blocks. A mass of burning debris 
crashed into the packed crowd of 
onlookers, partly burying many of 
them. Windows in surrounding 
houses were broken, and the side 
of the home of William Sergeant 
adjoining the Saunders home, was 
torn out. 

University students and residents 
of the district joined with hospital 
aids in dragging the injured from 
the debris. 

The Cowell Memorial Hospital, 
the Alta Bates Sanitarium and the 
Berkeley General Hospital were 
crowded with injured within a 
«short time. Many who received 
minor hurts refused hospital treat- 
ment. 

In the Sergeant home, Mrs. Ser- 
geant, her daughter Sally, and a 
neighbor, J. G. Eader, were watch- 
ing the fire. They were severely 
injured when the explosion tore 
the side off their house.

$1,053,000 CLAIM 
UN GROVE ESTATE 


Holder of Defaulted Mort- 
gage Bonds on 110,000 
Acres of Florida Timber- 
land Files Creditor’s Bill. 


A crejitor’s bill involving $1,< 
053,000 was filed in Circuit Court 
today by Johan Johansen, a shoe 


manufacturer, against the St. Louis 
‘inion Trust Co. and E. W. Grove 
Jr. as executors and trustees of 
the will of the late Edwin W. 
Grove, multi-millionaire president 
of the Paris Medicine Co. 


Although ‘Johansen's claim is 
$1163.69 his suit is representative 
of contemplated actions by about 
1500 other holders of mortgage 
bonds which were secured by 110,- 
000 acres of Florida timberland pur- 
chased by Grove between 1924 and 
1926. The bond issue was default- 
ed the petition states, creditors 
getting 43 cents on the dollar, It 
is contended that the total $1,063,- 
000 represents the difference be- 
tween a total of $809,375 received 
by the bondholders when the land 
which secured the issue was sold, 
and the amount due them on the 
bonds. Should this amount be ob- 
tained from the Grove estate, cred- 
itors would get 100 cents on the 
do' lar. 

The petition recites in June, 
1926, the Grove-Dowling Hard- 
wood Co. ef Florida, was formed 
with a capitalization of $6,250,000. 
Grove exchanged his land for stock 
valued at $5,000,000, it states. The 
balance of the stock was held by 
W. H. and J. H. Dowling, brothers. 

After Grove’s death, on Jan. 27, 
1927, the executors and trustees 
of his will took his lumber com- 
pany stock and on Sept. 1, 1927, 
the company borrowed ~ $1,760,000 
on the timberland, financing the 
loan by the issuance of 6% mort- 
gage bonds. The bonds were de- 
faulted on Nov. 27, 1929, it states, 
and on June 19, 1930, a foreclosure 
judgment was entered in the 
United States Court for the North- 
ern District of Florida. 

The land securing the bonds, 
which had been improved, was sold 
for $1,152.800. After expenses 
were deducted, the $809,375 was 
left for the bondholders and other 
ereditors, the petition states.

Stotler List Their Debts 
to Closed Institution in 
Bankruptcy Schedules. 


FORMER INDICTED 
BY U. S. IN FAILURE 


Large Portion of Obliga- 
tions of Pair to Depos- 
itory Which Failed Nov. 
28 1930, Is Unsecured. 


Two directors of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Benton, IIL, now in 
receivership, who were forced into 
involuntary bankruptcy, have lia- 
bilities with the bank totaling 
$133,090 listed in their bankruptcy 
schedules filed in the Federal Court 
at East St. Louis. 

The bank had capital stock of 
$100,000 and a surplus of $100,000 
when it closed, Nov. 28, 1930, un- 
able to meet the demands of its 
depositors. 

Walter W. Williams, vice presi- 
dent ofthe bank, lists debts to the 
bank of $53,694, including interest, 
all reduced to court judgments by 
the receiver, J. S. Horton, 


Williams was indicted by the 
Federal grand jury at East St. 
Louis last month with six of the 
bank’s directors, charged with con- 
spiracy to make false reports to 
the Comptroller of Currency in con- 
nection with approval of notes for 


cashier of the bank. Goodin is 
serving a sentence of three years 
at Leavenworth prison, on his plea 
of guilty to embezzling $22,000. 

A separate indictment charges 
Williams and George A. Powers, 
former cashier, with misapplication 
of the bank’s funds in connection 
with Williams’ overdrafts, amount- 
ing to $940 on the day the bank 
closed, the indictment alleges. 

Stotlar Owes Bank $79,396. 

Harry Stotlar, the other bankrupt 
director, lumberman, real estate 
dealer and business promoter, lists 
debts to the Benton First National 
Bank of $79,396. 

Stotlar, former chairman of the 
Board of Directors, is not under 
indictment. J. Fred Gilster, assist- 
ant District Attorney at East St. 
Louis, said that the charges in 
the indictments, except the one 
against Williams and Powers, were 
based solely on Goodin’s embezzle- 
ments during 1930, after Stotlar 
had resigned from the bank and 
did not involve Stotlar. 

Williams’ liabilities to the Ben- 
ton First National consist of a 
Stock assessment Of $15,375, in- 
cluding interest, for 150 shares of 
stock, and $38,319 jin other listed 
debts, including loans to others on 
notes indorsed by Williams and ac- 
commodation paper. All are un- 
secured. The bank examiner's re- 
port places Williams’ direct liabil- 
ity at $8500. 

Judgment debts in favor of the 
Benton First National recorded by 
Stotler in his bankruptcy schedules 
total $63,396, including interest, 
represented by a stock assessment 
of $20,083 on 200 shares, $19,117 in 
notes indorsed or guaranteed in 
writing by Stotlar, and a direct Ma- 
bility of $24,196. 

Note Secured by Stock. 

All are unsecured debts except 
Stotlar’s note for $19,835, dated 
June 26, 1928, amounting in judg- 
ment to $24,196. The sed@trity list- 
ed on this note is 200 shares in the 
Franklin Trust Co. of Benton, a 
real] estate trust organized by Stot- 
lar and now in bankruptcy, and 
two notes of the Black Cat Stove 
Co. of Benton, totaling $15,000, in 
turn secured by a real estate mort- 
gage on city property in Benton. 

Stotlar owns 4710 shares in the 
Black Cat corporation, which he 
values at $34,600 in his schedules. 
He acquired these shares in ex- 
change for property of the defunct 
American Porcelain Steel Range 
Co. of Benton, which he obtained 
in a forced sale by executing judg- 
ment on notes he held from the 
American Co. Both stove com- 
panies were promoted by Stotlar. 

One judgment note held by the 
Benton First Nationark for $12,168, 
was executed by the Franklin Trust 
Co. and guaranteed by Stotlar, who 
lists 635 shares in the bankrupt 
trust firm among his securities. 

Other than judgment debts, Stot- 
lar lists liabilities to the Benton 
First National of $16,000 in three 
unsecured notes, which he guaran- 
teed in writing. Two of these were 
executed by individuals. The third 
is a note for $5000 executed by the 
American Porcelain Steel Range 
Co., to the Benton First National 
and guaranteed in writing by Stot- 
lar, dated Dec. 31, 1927, six months 
before Stotlar himself levied on the 
range company’s property to col- 
lect a judgment debt of $75,754 on 
its notes he held. 

$30,105 Additional Debts, 

Aside from their individual lia- 
bilities, Williams ard Stotlar each 
list in their schedules, $30,105 ad- 
ditional debts to the bank, repre- 
senting their joint lability with 
the other bank directors, as co- 
sureties on bonds of three public 
officials of ‘Tranklin County, the 
debts scheduled being the amount 
of public funds they had on de- 
posit when the bank closed. ; 

Williams owes a total of $104,- 


Benton First National, three of 
which are in receivership. ‘The un- 
secured portion of these debts 


Illinois Bank & Trust Co,, of Ben- 


rion, Ill, both in receivership. 
His secured debts to the 12 
banks total $91,086, secured by pa- 
per assets valued at approximately 
$138,000. Williams lists his total 
assets at $581,112, including $358,- 
435 in real estate and livestock, 
and his total debts. at $289,661. 


Stotler lists debts of $181,411 to 
18 banks other than the Benton 
First National, 10 of which are in 
receivership. Approximately $1365,- 
000 of this indebtedness is a di- 
rect liability and is listed as se- 
cured by Stotlar’s stocks in the 
Benton First National, the ‘closed 
West Frankfort Bank and Trust 
Co., of which Stotlar is former 
president, and the bankrupt Benton 
Trust Co. 

He values his total assets at 
$274,827 including real estate val- 
ued at $126,000 and oil paintings 
at $8000. His debts total $244,- 
340. ,

KANSAS CITY PROFITS 
BY NEW RAIL RATES 


Chamber of Commerce Officer 
Discusses Effect of Re- 
vised Schedules. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 4.— 
The revised railroad freight rates 
on many commofities from the 
East to certain points in the West, 
which went into effect yesterday, 
eliminate the Mississippi River's 
role of many years as a rate basing 
line in favor of through tariffs. 

For this reason, ‘rate experts 
here hailed the revision in part as 
a victory for the territory immedi- 
ately west of the river despite the 
provision for several increases.

MEN ACCEPT WAGE GUT 


Street Car Emploves Agree to 
10 Per Cent Reduction, 
Effective Jan. 1. 


Employes of the East St. Louis 
& Suburban Railroad, numbering 
several hundred motormen, con- 
ductors and shopmen, have volun- 
tarily accepted a 10 per cent cut in 
wages for a one-year trial period, 
it was announced today by G. W. 
Welsh, vice president and general 
manager of the company, which ts” 
a subsidiary of the North American 
Co., large holding company. The 
cut is effective Jan. 1. 

At the end of the year the wages 
are to go back to the present level, 
or will be adjusted on a basis gov- 
erned by business conditions then 
existent. Welsh said an agree- 
ment had been reached by all iocal 
divisions of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Street and Electric 
Railway Employes of America, and 
affects motormen, conductors, mo- 
tor bus operators and shop men. 

The decision for the reduction 
was reached after five conferences 


between representatives of the 
men and the company officers. 
“Discussion brought out the 


fact that all of the local street rail- 
way and bus com anies were in 
very poor financial condition,” 
Welsh said, “and that unless some- 
thing was done to reduce operating 
expenses, the necessary result 
would be cessation of transporta- 
tion service in and about East St. 
Louis, which naturally would re- 
sult in employes losing their jobs. 
At every conference there was dis- 
played a spirit of co-operation be- 
tween the management and em- 
ployes, each having the idea such 
co-operation was necessary of the 
problems arising out of the present 
situation are to be solved.” 

The present wages to motormen 
and conductors on two-man cars is 
60 cents an hour on city lines and 
62 cents an hour on interurbans. 
One-man car and motor bus oper- 
ators get 5 cents an hour addi- 
tional. | 


TAX ON BRITISH IMPORTS 
OK’D IN HOUSE OF COMMONS 


Board of Trade Action Against 
Other Countries Confirmed, 
234 to 37. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Dec. 4. — The House 
of Commons today passed by a vote 
of 234 to 37 resolutions confirming 
the orders recently issued by the 
Board of Trade levying a heavy 
import tax on several articles un- 
der the Abnormal Importation act. 
Walter Runciman, president of 
the Board of Trade, said in the 
course of debate that Great Bri- 
tain could not ignore discrimina- 
tion against its products by foreign 
countries. A labor member had 
argued that the British duties 
would result in retaliatory action 
such as the 15 per cent tariff and 
the quota restrictions adopted by 
France and affecting British coal. 
Runciman said the French ac- 
tion had been taken before -the 
British duties were imposed. The 
United States is the largest export- | 
er of articles affected by the new 
duties, he said, and considerable 
quantities also come from Ger- 
many. He explained that the du- 
ties had been imposed because the 
purchase of goods affected was an 
increasing strain on British pur- 
chasing capacity abroad. 
“If we are to be hit as we re- 
cently have been hit by the French 
decree we cannot ignore the ac- 
tion taken,” he said. “A discrim-{ 
ination against this country is a 
thing of the greatest seriousness 
and were it to spread it would be 
so damaging to British interests 
that we could not ignore the re- 
sults.”’ 


PLAN TO PAY MEXICAN DEBT 


Ortiz Rubio Sends Land Scheme to 
Chamber of Deputics. 

By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 4.—Presi- 
dent Ortiz Rubio has sent to the 
Chamber of Deputies a plan where- 
by, he said, Mexico could pay off 
its entire interior debt of 541,667,- 
499 pesos (about $270,000,000) and 
at the same time bring into pro- 
duction much national land now ly- 
ing fallow. 

The plan calls for the issuance 
of bonds, which would be given 
preference as payment for choice 
national lands. It proposed that 
land auctions be held as soon as 
the bonds had becn issued. 


JUDGES OPPOSE SALARY CUT 


Some British Jurists Would Draw 
More if They Retired on Pension. 
By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, Dec. 4. — British 


Judges made representations today 
through Lord High Chancellor 
Sankey against a proposed 20 per 
cent cut in their salaries under the 
new economy prozram. 

The salaries run from $50,000 a 
year for the Lord High Chancellor 
to $25,000 for each of the 22 
Judges of the Chancery and the 
King’s Bench divisions. Several of 
them, if the cut were made, would 
receive more money by retiring oa 
pension than if they remained on 
the bench at the reduced salary.

“At this moment,” he said, “ma- 
terials are at hand for large scale, 
almost unprecedented inflationary

Lewis for Economic Council. 
The Senate committee heard the 
economic council idea approved by 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers. He called 
for congressional action “to pave 
the way for re-employment of mil- 
lions."”” He said an economic coun- 
cil, properly organized, could be of 
“inestimable value.” 

Lewis added the bituminous coal 
mining industry was “notoriously 
over-developed and unstable.” 

To bring back order and provide 
better incomes for 2,500,000 who he 
said were barely existing, Lewis 
urged adoption of a bill sponsored 
by his union. This bill, he said, 
called for: Licensing and regulat- 
ing coal corporations and firms en- 
gaged in interstate commerce: mer- 


gers and consolidations, encouraging 


selling pools and marketing agen- 
cies, all to be under regulation of 
the Federal Coal Commission, and 
stabilization of the coal industry. 

Lewis said the measure would 
prohibit gluts of the coal market: 
remove the conditions that foment 
cut-throat competition; stop wan- 
ton depletion of coal resources, and 
revamp the bituminous coal indus- 
try on American business standards.

DEAN INGE SAYS UTOPIA 
SHOULD FORBID COSMETICS 


en Also Needed, He Says in 
Radio Address.

LONDON, Dea 4. — Painted 
faces, scarlet lips and dyed hair 
would be forbidden as esthetically 
offensive in a Utopia suggested by 
Dean Inge, sometimes called En- 
gland’s “Gloomy Dean,” in a ra- 
dio talk last night on “What I 
Would Do With the World.” 

One of the first reforms, he said, 
would be to nominate a committee 
to revise the dress of men and 
women. 

“My two hopeful and helpful ex- 
amples of a League of Nations from 
history are both the work of An- 
glo-Saxons,”” he said. “They are 
the American federal republic, in- 
habited by every nation under 
heaven, and the British common- 
wealth of nations. 

“There you have two leagues of 
nations in being. The Americans 


had a civil war, but theirs is a 
marvelous achievement, full of en- 
couragement for the future. Our 
great experiment is still insecure, 
but it is by far the biggest thing 
in the way of a league that has yet 
been attempted.” 

Dean Inge said that as “dicta- 
tor” he should be obliged to take 
very drastic steps to disarm Rus- 
sia as “otherwise the civilization of 
Europe and Asia may be destroyed 
by a new series of tartar invasions 
like those of Genghis Khan and 
Timur.” 


POPE APPROVES FASCIST OATH 
FOR CATHOLIC PROFESSORS 


Points Out Difference Between This 
and Pledge Given by Actual 
Members of Party.

MANCHURIASEEN 
ASGRAVE THREAT 
TODISARMAMENT 


Japan’s Stated Inability to 
Agree to Arms Cut Now 
Taken as Check on U. S. 
Hope of Reduction. 


By ths Associated Press. 

PARIS, Dec. 4.—International 
observers here fear that the frozen 
Manchurian plain, over which 
many weeks of effort by the 
League of Nations Council have 
been spent to bring peace, is a 
heavy threat to the world’s dream 
of disarmament in 1932. 

Even the news that the heads of 
three of Europe’s most powerful 
Governments will attend the @pen- 
ing of the disarmament conferenec 
in Geneva in February has not dis- 
pelled pessimism. 


In spite of what Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald of Great Brit- 
ain, Chancellor Heinrich Bruening 
of Germany and Premier Pierre 
Laval of France may do to lend 
the conference high authority, it is 
felt here that the persistence of 
strained relations in Manchuria 
creates an atmosphere hostile to 
arms reduction. 

The Manchurian developments 
also are. looked upon as providing 
strong support for the French con- 
tention that further guarantees of 
security are essential before arma- 
ment reduction may properly be- 
gin. 

Nations Fear Criticism. 

League officials, however, are al- 
most unanimous in the belief that 
the conference will be held in spite 
of these considerations. No Gov- 
ernment, they say, is likely to take 
the responsibility of calling for a 
postponement for fear of being 
criticised as an opponent of dis- 
armament, though virtually all im- 
portant European states are sus- 
pected by observers of desiring 
postponement, 

Diplomatic ‘quarters consider the 
procedure of the French and Ger- 
man Ministers fairly clear. It is ac- 
cepted as certain that Laval again 
wi.l set forth France’s insistence 
that security must be developed to 
a much greater degree by further 
mutual guarantees against an age 
gressor before the French can 
think of reducing their’ military 
machine, 

Chancellor Bruening is expected 
tO press for “equality of security” 
and to point out that the terms of 
the covenant and the Versailles 
Treaty call for further reductions. 
MacDonald’s role, it is said, is more 
difficult to forecast. In some quar- 
ters he is being advanced for the 
presidency of the conference.

Something like $600,000 remains to be raised to 
complete the $3,000,000 city and county relief fund.

MR. SHARTEL’S MILK INQUIRY. 

We have been somewhat puzzled by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Shartel’s investigation of the Sanitary Milk Pro 
ducers’ Association. Ostensibly, the investigation 
was undertaken to determine whether or not the as 
sociation, which is a farmers’ co-operative, has vio- 
lated Missouri’s anti-trust law. However, non-profit 
agricultural co-operatives are excepted from the terms 
of the anti-trust law, not only in the statutes of 
Missouri and Illinois, but under section 6 of the Clay- 
ton Act, and it, therefore, taxes credibility that Mr. 
Shartel’s inquiry will yield material for prosecution. 

Section 12702, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1929, 
reads as follows: 

No association organized hereunder and com- 
plying with the terms hereof shall be deemed to 
be a conspiracy or a combination in restraint of 
trade or an illegal monopoly; or an attempt to 
lessen competition or to fix prices arbitrarily; 
nor shall the marketing contracts and agreements 
between the assocfation and its members or any 
agreements authorized in this article, be consid- 
ered illegal as such or in unlawful restraint of 
trade or as part of a conspiracy or combination 
to accomplish an improper or illegal purpose. 

The legal question as to conflict between the Sher- 
man Act and the practices of agricultural co-opera- 
tives became the occasion of considerable confusion 
prior to the passage of the Clayton Act in 1914. 


Thérefore, it was deemed advisable to settle it by the 


inclusion in section 6 of that act the following lan- 
guage: 


Nothing contained in the anti-trust laws shall 
be construed to forbid the existence and opera- 
tion of labor, agricultural or horticultural organ- 
izations, instituted for the purposes of mutual 
help, and not having capital stock or conducted 
for profit, or to forbid or restrain individual 
members of such organizations from lawfully car- 

' vying out the legitimate objects thereof; nor shall 
such organizations, or the members thereof, be 
held or construed to be illegal combinations or 
conspiracies in restraint of trade, under the anti- | 
trust laws. 


While it is true that neither section 6 of the Clay- 
ton Act nor section 12702 of the Missouri statutes 
gives a co-operative carte blanche to establish actual 
monopolies by methods denied to other lawful busi- 
nesses, the courts would be loath to sustain an anti- 
trust proceeding unless a powerful showing were 
made that an agricultural co-operative had flagrantly 
abused its privileges.

The League of Nations, the Kellogg 
Treaty and other such devices have failed 
to stop Japan, but they have at least 
forced Japan to make avowals and dis- 
avowals; and this may be some gain. 

In the meantime, the only nation that 
is situated so as to form a check is Rus- 
sia. But the United States has not rec- 
ognized Russia, as has nearly every other 
nation. Were Russia recognized, the 
United States, Russia and China coul¢ 
force Japan to follow the established 
American policy in China, with or with- 
out fighting.

But 
the prohibition law, this so-called crim- 
inal law, anticipates crime and provides 
punishment for what might be called 
criminal guilt duly anticipated: and if 
enforcement thereof affords protection 
at all, it is to the bootlegger, who, ip 
many cases, is also a criminal and gang- 
ster. Indeed, the national prohibition 
law has established a precedent for de- 
fying law. 

In other words, Dr. Jones, what we 
“wets” are trying to get over to you 
pure “drys” is this: The nationa! pro- 
hibition .law is fundamentally wrong. 
Temperance will never be gained through 
your pure “dry” conception, but only 
through temperance taught and prac-

NAME THE DIRIGIBLE FOR ST. LOUIS. 

The Chamber of Commerce and the Air Board did 
well to act promptly on Congressmar Cochran’s suz- 
gestion that local organizations petition Secretary of 
the Navy Adams to name for St. Louis the mammoth 
sister airship to the Akron. Other groups and prom- 
inent individuals properly followed suit. Such a re 
quest can be based not upon mere local pride, but 
upon the fitness of things. To name the huge dirigible 
now under construction the St. Louis would amount 
to no more than jus* recognition that it was here, dur- 
ing the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, that Santos 
Dumont, the Brazilian, made the first dirigible flight 
in the United States. Thus, by any test for appropriate 
naming, Congressman Cochran’s nomination far out. 
distances such suggestions as Palo Altp, Rockne, Ta 
coma and Amarillo, which are among those made. 

Furthermore, the name of St. Louis is no longer on 
the Navy list, having been removed two years ago, 
when the cruiser St. Louis, used as a transport during 
the war, was taken from service. If geographical

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ANOTHER REASON FOR THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

The recent earth slides in Gaillard cut of the Pan- 
ama Canal, resulting from heavy rains, delayed ship 
ping for a week. When the landslides were cleared 
away, 78 ships were waiting to go through the canal. 
Many had been there for the entire time, and the 
delay cost shipping companies thousands of dollars. 
Thus another reason for early construction of the 
Nicaraguan Canal becomes apparent. It has been 
estimated that the Panama Canal will become inade- 
quate for the demands of shipping by 1941. To don- 
ble its capacity would cost more than $700,000,000, 
the estimated cost of the Nicaragua Canal. But even 
a Panama Canal of double the present size would not 
prevent delays, like the recent one or worse, should 
another landslide, a ‘flood or an earthquake occur. 
The Nicaraguan channel would be targely an auxiliary 
route if built now. But it would be all-important in 
present emergencies, and essential to world commerce 
in future years. 

Despite a favorable report by Army engineers last 
September, following a two-year survey, the War De 
partment has shelved its plans for building the canal. 
This is the latest delay in many years of discussion 
of that route. Nicaragua was the favored location 
early in the century, and only terrific lobby pressure 
by those interested in the French Panama company 
diveited American enterprise to the present Canal 
Zone. The more northerly location of the Nicara- 
guan route would benefit 80 per cent of shipping and, 
according to Col. Dan [. Sultan, would save these ves 
sels two days’ travel each. The Shipping Board, esti- 
mating the time saved at $500 per vessel, computes 
the total economy at $3,400,000 a year. Surveys are 
completed, and we paid Nicaragua $3,000,000 for canal 
rights in 1916, so further expenditures would go into 
actual construction. 

At a time when public works are being widely dis 
cussed as a prosperity measure, construction of this 
canal would be a logical step. True, acclimated Cen- 
tral American labor chiefly would be used, but the 
orders for materials placed in this country would be 
enormous. The recent slides in the Gaillard cut mere 
ly furnish an additional reason for hastening the 
work. 
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THE SENATOR FROM NEW JERSEY. 

Introducing Mr. W. Warren Barbour, the new Sen- 
ator from New Jersey, appointed by Goy. Larson to 
serve the unexpired term of the late Dwight Morrow. 
He is a manufacturer, a protectionist of the sky-high 
school and—what is more to the point—is a boxer 
of no mean attainment. His fistic skill, we learn, 
was lauded by such a master as James J. Corbett, and 
other experts looked upon him as a potential cham- 
pion. Mr. Barbour, however, chose to remain an ama 
teur, but, even so, he should be welcomed by his Re 
publican colleagues who are facing a winter of dis- 
content at Washington. Having emerged from an ob 
scurity scarcely more than a shade or two lighter 
than oblivion, the cock-sure, arrogant Democrats will 
be pretty hard to get along with. A man with the 
punch is New Jersey's gift to the Grand Old Party, 
which never in mortal memory was more desperately 
in need of the same.

Why a Sales Tax Would Be Unjust 


Levy on sales, now proposed to balance U. S. budget, is easy to collect and would 
produce large revenue, probably $600,000,000 a year; however it would weigh 
more heavily on poor than on rich; taxing consumption, it would check commod- 
ity buying; restriction to luxury goods would make tax impossible to administer.

HAT is a sales tax? A general sales 
W.: turnover tax, such as is advocated 
by Senator Reed, is a tax levied on 
every sale of every commodity—on the sale 
by manufacturers to wholesalers or dealers, 
on the sale by wholesalers or dealers to re- 
tailers, on the sale Dy retailers to ultimate 
consumers. 
A Federal sales tax is not to be con- 
demned out of hand as a ‘fiscal impossibil- 


ity. Its opponents sometimes charge it with 
being administratively impracticable. Not 
so. A general sales tax—a turnover tax 


that applied to every class and category of 
sales transaction—that was not compli- 
cated by exemptions or rate variations, 
would be a simple tax to administer. Ev- 
ery important European country except 
Engiand has a national gales tax of one 
sort or another. The administration of these 
European taxes, some of them with com- 
plex exemptions and rate schedules, is not 
child’s play, but neither is it an impossi- 
bility. 

The yiel@ of a Federal sales tax. even at 
a low rate, would be generous. Sen- 
ator Reed’s estimate of $2,000,000,000 an- 
nually from his proposed % of 1 per cent 
tax is gver-optimistic; from $600.000,000 to 
$750,000,000 would be a fair yield for such 
a tax at the present time, making allowance 
for the effects of depression. A 1 per cent 
Federal turnover tax would cover the loss 
of Federal revenue from the corporation 
and personal income taxes in these bad 
times, and might even result in a surplus to 
be applied to debt reduction.

What are the objections? The supreme 
drawback to a Federal sales tax would be 
its social injustice. The billions of revenue 
it would produce would be drawn in large 
part from the poorer classes of the country. 
It would actually take a larger proportion 
of the poor man’s income than of the rich 
man’s income. 

The circumstance that the manvufacturer 
Or dealer pays the sales tax must not be 
taken to mean that it rests on him. Far 
from it! If the tax is levied as a stamp 
tax, the purchaser is asked to pay the price 
of the stamp in addition to the price of the 
goods. If the tax is levied on a return of 
gross income from sales, each manufactur- 
er and dealer adds the price of the tax to 
the price of his goods. A general sales tax 
is shifted from seller to purchaser, until 
it comes to rest on the ultimate consumer. 
A sales tax is a consumption tax. 

elhe worst offense of the sales tax against 
the principles of tax justice is that it bears 
more heavily on the poor than on the rich. 
The man with an income of $1006 or $2000 
is forced to epend practically all ef his in- 
come on the necessities and semi-neceasities 
of life for himself and his family. Food, 
clothes and household furnishin 


gs—articies

A wealthy individual does mot devote all 
or even the greater part of his income to 
consumption. According to his circum- 
stances, he may save and re-invest a tenth, 
a quarter, a half or two-thirds of his in- 
The purchase of stocks and bonds 
does not come under a general sales tax. 
Such a tax never burdens the share of a 
rich man's income which is saved and di- 
verted to investments. Furthermore, con- 
siderable proportion of the expenditures of 
the rich are for services rather than for 
commodities. A 1 per cent general sales 
tax would take only 1-3 to % of 1 per cent 
of the income of a man receiving an income 
of $1,000,000. 

To what one factor, more than any other, 
do we look to pull us from the sleugh of 
depression? To an expansion of consump- 
tion demand. If only the man who earns 
$1000, $2000 or $5000—the millions of him 
scattered across the continent from Maine 
to California—would again lay out his sal- 
ary or his wages to buy as freely as he 
bought in 1929, we would take from 1 per 
cent to 2 per cent of the income of the con- 
suming mass by a sales tax.

A sales tax might be ideal to levy in a 
period of wild personal expenditure and ex- 
travagance, when some outside check to 
‘such extravagance would be desirable. At 
the present time, when every effort should 
be made to stimulate consumption expendi- 
ture, the levy of a sales tax looks just a 
little like trying to kill the goose that is to 
lay the golden egg. 

Recognizing the social and economic 
drawbacks of a general sales tax. Senator 
Reed and other proponents propose to ex- 
empt foodstuffs and other articles entering 
largely into the consumption expenditure 
of the poor, and to levy special heavy rates 
on the sale of luxury articles purchased ex- 
clusively by the rich. If it were possible to 
administer a sales tax embodying such ex- 
emptions and special luxury taxes, such a 
tax would be largely free of the criticisms 
on social and economic

SAYS TUBERCULOSIS 


Depression Reduces Re- 
sistance to Disease. 


An economic depression dupli- 
cates war conditions with reference 
to tuberculosis because it sets up 
machinery in the body for reduc- 
ing resistance and thereby provides 
ideal environment for development 
of the disease, Dr. Alfred Henry, 
president of the National Tubercu- 
losis Association, said in an ad- 


dress before the twenty-fifth an- 


nual meeting of the Tuberculosis 
and Health Society of St. Louis at 
Hotel Statler yesterday. — 

“If a man has clothes enough 
to keep him warm,” he said, “if 
he has food enough to nourish him 
properly and enough ventilation to 
keep his blood red; if he is not 
overworked and over-worried, he 
will never have tuberculosis. But 
during a depression thousands be- 
come undernourished, inadequately 
clothed and in many instances vic- 
tims of mental anguish. Worry is 
one of health’s most dangerous 
foes. 

“Everyone has a tuberculosis in- 
fection at some time during his 
life. Whether it develops into the 
disease depends upon his manner 
of living and mental attitude. 

“Because of the foresight 27 
years ago of the founders of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
the public has been educated as to 
the nature and manner of attack 
of the disease and supplied with 
weapons to fight it. Since the or- 
ganization came into being the 
death rate from tuberculosis has 
been cut 65 per cent. 


“We are passing through unusual | 


times and must face unusual con- 
ditions. Tuberculosis societies 
throughout the United States are 
appealing for help as never before. 
However, we are confident that re- 
turns from the twenty-fifth annual 
sale of Christmas Health Seals will 
show a public response as generous 
this year as in the past.” 

Dr. Henry said cases of tuber- 
culosis developing now will not be 
apparent for four or five years. 
Among health workers, he said, it 
is known as a problem disease, at- 
tacking and consuming the body 
frequently without warning in its 
early stages.

The large number:-of witnesses 
heard and the extent of investiga- 
tions, which resulted in several in- 
stances in night sessions, prevent- 
ed the jury from making its regu- 
lar inspection of city institutions, 
with the exception of the city jail 
which the law requires every grand 
jury to examine, 

The report sets out that 52 true 
bills were returned and 11 no-true 
bills, and that 310 witnesses were 
examined. In the Berg kidnaping 
case, six men were charged in one 
indictment. Nineteen bookmakers 
were indicted for violation of gam- 
bling laws. 

The report calls attention to 
present ordinances affecting fumi- 
gation of houses in the city for 


vermin and terms them “wholly in- 
adequate in their scope and regu- 
latory effect properly to safeguard 
human life.” It charges that sev- 
eral deaths which have oe¢curred 
recently are ‘a direct result of 
such inadequacy.” It recommend- 
ed the enactment of a new or- 
dinance on fumigation now before 
the Board of Aldermen. 

In dealing with 100 members of 
the Police Department, the report 
states, the grand jury found that 
‘“‘wholesome results in several cases 
of great public concern were due 
to efficient police work in co-oper- 
ation with the Circuit Attorney’s 
office.” The report is signed by 
Walter H. Petring, foreman.

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into two groups, the wrong and the 
right, is convenient but inaccurate 
classification.” 

. Tressler said the rules for 
“shall” and “will” are disregarded 
by many intelligent and educated 
persons and that such a violation 
“is not socially serious.” 

“The puzzled pupil is likely to 
attempt to master two languages 
—one for general use and one to 
satisfy his English instructor,” he 
said. 

But, Tressler warned, in formal 
writing steer away from the col- 
loquial.

Measure Sent to State Legislatures 
ee a!

/ MEXICO CITY. Dec. 4.—Mexi- 
. can State Legislatures today held 
the fate of the agrarian law reform 
which changes the application of 
the measure enacted in 1915 and 
which passed the Chamber of Dep- 
uties last night after approval by 
the Senate. 

The reform eliminates appeal to 
court action by a landowner whose 
land has been confiscated for re- 
distribution by communal groups 
and leaves his only recourse a 
claim for damages against the Gov- 
ernment. It also eliminates’ the 
small landowners’ holdings from 
possibility of seizure. The law is 
designed to break up the large 
landholdings for redistribution in 
small areas to Indians. The mea- 
sure now goes to the State Legis- 
latures for their approval.

DE LUE LUNCHEONS

Spaghett, Noodles and Maca- 
roni in New, Savory 
Coifthinations. 


If you are entertaining on a Fri- 
day and do not wish to serve meat, 
you can substitute noodles, macar- 
oni or spaghetti. These three foods 
lend themselves to many recipes 
and combinations, and can be very 
delicious if only a little effort is 
made in preparing them. 

The following dishes are good al- 
so for the family dinner when not 
much else is to be served, as they 
are very substantial. 

Creole Noodles. 

Five ounces egg noodles, eight 
fresh eggs, two tablespoons butter, 
two tablespoons flour, one cup 
milk, one pimento (chopped), one- 
half cup grated cheese, one-half 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce, one 
hard boiled egg (chopped). 

Cook egg noodles in boiling, 
salted water until tender; drain. 
Butter four individual shirred egg 
dishes and line with egg noodles, 
shaping two nests in each dish. 
Break a fresh egg in each nest and 
set under the broiler flame until 
the egg is set. 

Make cream sauce of butter, 
flour, milk: add cheese, pimento, 
Worcestershire, chopped egg, salt, 
| pepper, celery salt, or other desired 
seasoning. When the cheese has 
melted, pour over the eggs and -‘re- 
turn to the broiler for three min- 
utes. Serve with hot toast. 

Macaroni and Halibut. 

One cup cooked and finely 
chopped macaroni, two tablespoons 
butter, two tablespoons flour, one 
and one-fourth cups hot milk, one 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon grated 
onion, one teaspoon lemon juice. 
one-eighth teaspoon each paprika

CARMEL PUDDING WITH 
| NUTS AND CREAM 


Beat yvolks of two eggs with one- 
half cup brown sugar, add three 
tablespoons flour,.pinch of salt, and 
,enough cold milk to make a smooth 
paste. Scald two cups of milk, less 
'the amount used to make paste, in 
double boiler. 

Carmelize one cup brown sugar, 
pour in the hot milk and stir until 
sugar is well dissolved. Add to the 
egg mixture and return to double 
iboiler, cooking until thick. Re- 
‘move from fire and add three- 
fourths cup chopped nuts, one-half 
‘teaspoon vanilla, six marshmallows,

Coffee Gelatine.

One of our readers wants to 
know how to make doughnuts that 
are “crisp but not greasy.” This 
is very largely a matter of cook- 
ing. The fat should be heated to 
a temperature of 370 degrees, or 
until it will brown a cube of bread) 
in one minute. Doughnuts should 
take about four minutes to cook. 
If the fat is not hot enough, the 
doughnuts will absorb grease and 
be fat soaked; if the fat is too hot, 
they will brown before they are 
cooked through. Vegetable fats 
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give the best results for deep fat 
frying, as they can be heated to a 


higher temperature without stmok- 
ing. Lard may be used if it is

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SGHOOLS ADOPT NEW 
MILK CONTAINERS 


Sanitary Contrivance Is- En- 
dorsed by Child Conserva- 
* tion Conference. 


> 


> 


A new form of sanitary milk 
container made of spruce fiber 
paper has been introduced in a 
number of schools in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County through the ef- 
forts of the Child Conservation 
Conference, composed of 77 or- 
ganizations interested in child wel- 
fare. 1 

The container, first introduced 
in a test at the Blair School, is now 
used in 16 schools in the city and 
county. It is also rapidly being 
adopted by stores and markets 
throughout the citys The contain- 
er is non refillable and this elimi- 
nates the necessity of its being re- 
turned. 

A committee of members of the 
Child Conservation Conference 
headed by Mrs. Norman M. Wind- 
sor, president, endorsed the use 
of the container in schools follow- 
ing an investigation of its manu- 
facture. The container is made 
of selected paper, which does not 
contain waste material. It is rolled 
by machine into a conical shape 
and is then paraffined at a tem- 
perature of 190 degrees to make 
it contamination proof. The cone 
is filled with cold milk by an au- 
tomatic measuring and filling ma- 
chine which also hermatically seals 
the container. 

For school distribution the milk 
is packed in half-pint containers, 
the contents of which equals a full 
glass of milk. In serving the milk 
at school a hole is punched in the 
top of the container and through 
this a sanitary sipper is inserted. 

The new package, according to 
school authorities, has simplified 
milk distribution to small children 
and the novelty of the container 
has won over many children, who 
could not be induced to drink milk 
from a glass.

HE crying need, as men- 
tioned before in this column, - 
seems to be that of a strictly 
professional governing body, 
leaving the U. S. F. A. to handle 
its amateur affairs.

S. F. A. is $5 per cent an ama- 
teur organization. Its sympathies 
have been with the amateurs and 
its enforcement of certain rules 
has been considered hurtful to 
the professionals’ progress. 

The pros are eager to break 
away and run their affairs to 
their own taste and needs. 
Until this divoree is effected, 
the professionals will always feel 
shackled. 

The amateurs do not want to 
lose the professionals, who sup- 
ply most of the revenue by which 
the U. S. F. A. exists. But, as 
it stands, the tail seems to be 
wagging the dog, which was nev- 
er contemplated by nature, 

It is as if the National Ama- 
teur Basebal!] Federation imposed 
its own ideas and assessments on 


the major leagues. 


Soccer’s biggest handicap is 
competition. The American sport 
schedule is so crowded there 
seems to be no seasonal place 
for the imported pastime of as- 
sociation football.

dren would be preserved from the 
curse of presents given only wit* 
the hope of driving the child to 
study or experiment along some 
line in which the child isn’t inter- 
ested. Don't give a present with 
an educational message unless vou 
know positively that the child is 
interested in it, and wants it. 

“Why should a child be forced 
to pretend an interest in some- 
thing he is bored with—fust be- 
cause his father liked it when Fe 
was a boy?” 

Lord Russell can point to the 
work of his own Beacon Hill 
School to show just how children 
do get along when they are raised 
away from their parenta. There. 
assisted by a trained staff, he and 
Lady Russell are caring for 30 
boys and girls whose ages range 
from 2 te 19. 

The school stands high on the 
South Downs of England. sur- 
rounded by 230 acres of beautiful 
grounds. The ocean is not far 
away. and there are fields and 
woods nearby. 

The first rule under which the 
school is operated is that no knew!- 
edge of any sort should be withheld 
from children. , 

“We believe,” says Lord Russell. 
“in complete frankness on the an- 
atomical and physiological facts 
of sex, marriage, parenthood and 
bedily functions. Boys and girls 
bathe together. They exercise to- 
gether, without any clothes when 
the weather permits it. We find 
that in all cases where there has 
been little or no previous taboo im- 
posed, the children take ail this in 
a conmipletely natural way.” 

The second principle followed at 
the school is that a chil4’s own 
preferences in work and play are 
respected. 

“There is very little class work 
with the ones under 7, and they 
have very short hours.” 
Lady Russell. “We allow children 
a wide choice, and if they are not 
keen on a particular subject—un- 
less it happens to be a vital one for 
practical purposes—they are al- 
lowed to drop it. 


éé HERE are no organized 

games at our school When 

& group wishes. we play a 
children’s baseball game. or tennia, 
Or netball The children are free 
to work im the laboratory on the 
grounds with the science teacher 
They wander about the woods col- 


“lecting specimens at their leisure. 


In this way they are apt to learn a 
great dea! of elementary science be- 
fore they know how to read and 
write.” 

Another innovation is found in 
the way in which the children are 
taught morality and reasoning. The 
Russelis try to have these arise 
from each child’s actual! experience 
in a democratic group, and not 
from the authority of some adult. 
Parents, Lord Russell believes. have 
altogether too much authority in 
most homes. 


“Teaching a smal! child abstract 
moral principles, like being kind 
and speaking the truth.” he says, 
“seems to us as absurd as expect- 
ing a three-year-old to add up col- 
umns of figures before he has 
learned te count smal! groups of 
beads. After a child has experi- 
enced unkindness or hitting from 
another child, then it is possible 
for him to learn from actual ex- 
perience that it is easy to settle 
disputes in words. 

“We do not forbid the children 
to fight, but we point out that they 
all get unhappiness by fighting, the 


fighting, and we prohibit hair-pull- 
ing, biting, Pinching or using sticks 
Or other instruments. 

Beacon Hill School children, for 
example, are encouraged to tell the 
truth, but they are not punished 
for telling fibs. r 

“We have found,” says Lord 
Russell, “that gradually a socia! 
morality arises among the children. 
After they have lived together for 
some time, acts of affection or help 
or kindness, and good behavior 
toward one ancther, come natural- 
ly to them. 


HE routine at Beacon Hill 
School is flexible. The children 
under seven go to class from $3 


in the morning to 11 or 11:30, but 
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explains,
